Montreal, June E.—The Dominionof 


Canada has finally decided to show 
its imperial spirit by building a navy 
of its own, to act, should the occasion 
arise, as an auxiliary force to Great 
Britain's fleet. Canada's contribution 
to the force of the empire will consist 
of eight first class cruisers, 10 torpe- 
do boat destroyers and 
10 torpedo 


boats. 
The government is prepared 


to pay one-fifth of; the cost for laying 
down the whole fleet Immediately, the 
other fonr-fifths'to be guaranteed paid 
wiUilti the next flve years. 


All the contracts for building the 


vessels will be

with British 


firms, and arrangements have -already 
been made for building several of the 
torpedo boats and destroyers with the 
firm of Hawthorne, Leslie and Coote.

notoriety in my campaign?" he asked. 


Judge Sherman sustained an objec- 


tion on the part of the defense, and 
Dewey began to argue the matter. 


"If we discuss every bit of evidence 


in this case,we'll never get through," 
aid Sherman. 


Dewey replied, "Well, I'm used to 


doing it that way." 


"I see you are," rejoined the court. 
"There are three classes of law go- 


Ing on here," continued Uewey; "you, 
your honor, 
represent the positive 


law, 1 the natural law and the de- 
fendants the school of scandal." 


When the laughter, had subsided 


somewhat, in answer to the rapping 
for order of the court officer, Sher- 
man 
dryly 
replied, 
"Now 
you've 


sprung your litttle joke, go on." 
The 


spectators laughed again. 


"It's 
you they're 
laughing 
at," 


said Dewey, 
addressing the 
court. 


"No, no, not you personally, your 
honor, but your decision." 


Bang', bang! bang! went the gavel 


of the court officer, and it was some 
moments before quiet was restored. 


Edward Billings, secretary of the 


Good Government association, was on 
the stand a greater part of both ses- 
sions, although Charles K. Cobb, a 
Boston attorney; Fletcher Ranney, an 
attorney; George B. Stebbings,

sistant clerk of the municipal court, 
and John B. Wright were called by 
Dewey. 


When the attorney for the defense 


asked Billings- to define a Republican 
and a Democrat, Dewey took excep- 
tions, arguing that Billings should 
first qualify as an expert on such mat- 
ters.

Army 


To the little army of 25,000 men that survived the Civil War we 


owe the opening up of the entire Western country. The hardships and 
the trials of frontier Indian campaigns which made' possible the con- 
structions of the Pacific railroads have never been fully recognized by 
our people. Today as a result of the Spanish War the added respon- 
sibilities of our new dependencies In the Philippines, Porto Rico and 
for some time in Cuba, together with a sense of the importance of 
our position as a world power, have led to the increase in our reg- 
ular army to a larger force than ever before in the history of the 
country, but not larger in proportion to the increase in the popula- 
tion and wealth than In the early years of the republic. It should not 
he reduced. 
\ 


The profession of arms has always been an houorahle one, and 


under conditions of modern warfare it has become highly technical 
and requires years of experience and study to adapt the officers arid 
men to its requirements. The general purpose of Congress and the 
American people, if one can say there Is a plan.or purpose, is to have 
such a nucleus as a regular army that it may furnish a skeleton for 
rapid enlargement in times of war'to a force ten or twenty times its 
size, and at the same time be an appropriate instrument for accom- 
plishing the purpose of the government.in crises likely to,arise other 
than a war. At West Point we have been able to prepare a body of 
professional soldiers, well trained, to officer an army, and .numerous 
enough at the opening of the Civil War to give able commanders to 
both sides of that internecine strife. Upon the side of the North many 
of the officers were'drafted to command the volunteer troops from" 
Slates, while the regular army, aggregating about ten thousand at'the 
opening of the war, was increased to about twenty-five thousand dur- 
ing its first year. More than half this army was engaged in the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. 


All honor to the regular army of the United States. Never in its 


history has it had a stain upon its escutcheon. 
With no one to blow 


its trumpets, wit)]., no local feeling or pride to bring forth its merits, 
quietly and as befits a force organized to maintain civil institutions 
and subject always to the civil control, it has gone on doing the duty 
which it was its to do, accepting without a murmur the dangers of war 
whether upon the trackless stretches of our Western frontier, exposed 
to arrows and the bullets of the Indians, or In the jungles and the 
rice paddies of the Philippines, on the hills and in the valleys about 
Santiago in Cuba, or in the tremendous campaigns of the Civil War 
itself, and it Ijas never failed to make a record of duty done that 
should satisfy the most exacting lover of his country.
